PRICE OF BREAD CUT, SHARTEL 
SAYS, SO DROPS INQUIRY 


Attorney-General Says Cost in Mis- 
souri Is Down to Level in 
Most Communities. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 
The price of bread in Missouri has 
dropped in proportion to the cost of 
wheat and other irgredicnts, At- 
torney-General] Shartel said today 
in announcing the suspension of an 
investigation started several months 
ago by his department. 

Several large baking companics 
operating in this State had reduced | 
prices‘on their product recently to 
the levels prevailing in most com- 
munities, the Attorney-General 
said. The result of these changes 
would be to force all the other 
large companies to meet this com- 
petition, Shartel declared. 

“Yesterday several other large 
baking concerns, operating in St. 
Louis reduced the price of bread,” 
the announcement said. “In view . 
of these substantial reductions, it | 
is my present view. that the prices 
of bread in Missouri do substan- 
tially reflect the lower cost of flour 
and the other ingredients. We found 
at the time the investigation was:

Pointing out that daily reports 

of contributions have declined 
steadily from more than $26,000 
on the opening day, L. C. Haworth, 
director of the finance division of 
the committee, concludes that “we 
are failing completely to convey 
a true picture of the needs, the 
amount of human suffering and 
despair which will prevail if the 
relief work of the committee must 
stop for lack of funds.” 
“We have tried to place the facts 
before responsible citizens of St. 
Louis, confidently believing that 
the response to our appeal would 
be adequate to the need,” Haworth 
said. “A sufficient number of gen- 
erous subscriptions have come in 
to convince us that in some cases 
a mere recital of the facts is all 
that is necessary. 

“Further Donations Essential.” 

“But the fact remains that oth- 
ers have not caught the signifi- 
cance of the situation. Unless a 
larger number of citizens and cor- 
porations give in amounts equal 
and even larger than those which 
have been announced there is lit- 
tle hope of our raising the mini- 
mum amount asked. 

“Experience has taught us that 
no one is justified in passing judg- 
ment on the amount of another's 
donation to a cause like this. Per- 
sonal obligations, internal financial 
problems of business enterprises 
explain the apparent inequality. 

“But in fairness to those who 
have responded generously and for 
the sake of men, women and chil- 
dren who are victims of the pres- 
ent emergency, we appeal to evéry 
individual and business firm to re- 
spond immediately with subscrip- 
tions in amounts large enough to 
guarantee the success of this civic 
and humanitarian undertaking.”

SENATE VOTES TO CALL BRUNK 
TO ANSWER CHARGES APRIL 2 


Delay in Service of Summons Urged to Save 
State Treasurer’s Pay and Let Gov- 
ernor Pick Successor. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 


An early beginning of the impeach- 
ment trial-of State Treasurer Larry 
Brunk was indicated last night 
when the Senate adopted a resolu- 
tion ordering issuance of a sum- 
mons for Brunk and directing him 


to appear before the bar of the 
Senate April 2 to answer the nine 
articles of impeachment presented 
Tuesday by the House. 

When the summons is served, 
Brunk automatically will be. sus- 
pended from office and a tempo- 
rary Treasurer will be appointed 
by Gov. Caulfield. Service may be 
delayed for several days to give the 
Governor an opportunity to choose 
a temporary Treasurer and to give 
the person selected an opportunity 
to obtain a bond of $500,000. This 
procedure will avoid a vacancy in 
the office. 

If Brunk is prepared to file his 
answer April 2, the House will be 
given a few days to formulate :-ts 
reply and the Senate then will set 
the day for the trial. If he is not 
ready, it is probable he _ will be 
given a few days’ additional time. 

During the debate on the reso- 
lution yesterday afternoon Senator 


Casey of iS City urged that 
the notice be delayed for several 
weeks to give Brunk full opportu- 
nity to prepare his answer. 

Brunk formerly was a State Sen- 
ator and served with many mem- 
bers of the present Senate. Casey 
urged this as a reason for special 
consideration, pointing out that as 
soon as the summons was served 
Brunk’s salary as Treasurer would 
stop. He said a conference should 
be had with Brunk’s attorney, John 
Madden of Kansas City, who, he 
s#id he felt certain, would agree 
to a stipulation that Brunk would 
be ready for trial on some partic- 
ular date to be agreed on. 

Casey’s colleague, Senator Davis, 
took a directly opposite position. 
He insisted the date for Brunk’s 
appearance should be advanced to 
March $30 and that the trial should 
be rushed to avoid holding the Sen- 
ate in session long after its regular 
duties were completed. 

Senator Haymes, majority floor 
leader, was joined by Senator 
Wammack and Senator Gordon, 
who had offered the resolution, in 
the position that the law should 
be closely followed in the  pro- 
ceedings, and that a reasonable 
time should be given Brunk to pre- 
pare for trial. The resolution was 
adopted without a record vote.

“This information came from a 
resident of that neighborhood who 
had taken an interest in Burke’s 
criminal] activities and the nation- 
wide search forehim. 

“T carefully went about confirm- 
ing my information, and when Il 
had satisfied myself that Porter's 
caller was Fred Burke, I had my 
informant watch for Burke's re- 
turn to the neighborhood. 

“Yesterday we got word § that 
Burke was back at Porter’s. The 
capture resulted. 

“Our information is that Burke 
was married about 14 months ago 
to Porter’s daughter, Bonnie, whom 
he met last year when he was 
forced by’a snowstorm to make an 
overnight stop in that vicinity. 

“Rurke’s wife was not at her fa- 
ther’s house when we caught Fred. 
He said she was in Kansas City, 
but we have reason to doubt that. 

“Burke, it develops, made period- 
ical visits to the Porter home, 
spending from a day to two weeks 
theré at a time. Between these 
visits he was moving about  be- 
tween there and Colorado. 

“Burke has refused to answer 
any question. I have not asked him 
whether he will return to Chicago 
without extradition papers.

Capture Ends Two-Year Hunt for 
Man With $90,000 on His Head. 
The capture of Fred Burke, with 

a price of $90,000 on his head, ends 

a two-year man hunt which began 


in 1929 when Chicago police 
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Locust at Eleventh Street ¢ Saint Louis 


named him as a participant in the 
St. Valentine’s day murders. 
Sought for more than _ six 
months, Burke reappeared in No- 
vember, 1929, when a bank at Jef- 
ferson, Wis., was robbed by two 
men, one of whom was identified 
by photographs as Burke. 

With $319,000 in securities from 

the bank loot stored in his com- 
fortable bungalow at St. Joseph, 
Mich., Burke lived as Ifred Dane, 
and posed as the owner of a chain 
of gasoline filling stations. His 
identity was disclosed in Décem- 
ber, 1929, when he shot and killed 
Policeman Charles Kelly of Ben- 
ton Harbor, Mich., who sought to 
question him after a minor traffic 
accident. 
Last July Burke was named as 
the slayer of Thomas Bonner, who 
was shot to death in his home in 
Chicago.

Justice Department, at Re- 
quest of I. C. C., Seeks 
to Learn if Anti-Trust 
Law Is Violated.  .

WASHINGTON, March 26.—An 
investigation of steel making cor- 
porations to determine whether the 
prices of steel rails are being fixed 
in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law was disclosed today by 
‘Attorney-General Mitchell. 

The request for an investigation, 
Mitchell said, came from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. He 
said the inquiry was recently insti- 
tuted and no results could be an- 
nounced until later. 

The Attorney-General added he 
had received an inquiry recently 
from Senator Couzens (Rep.), 
Michigan, as to whether the in- 
quiry was being made, and had re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

Word came earlier from the of- 
fice of John Lord O'Brian, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General in charge of 
anti-trust matters, that a file of 
correspondence from Couzens to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, alleging the prices of steel 
rails were “out of line,’’ had been 
turned over to the Justice Depart- 
ment. 

Mitchell said it was his under-

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GRAND JURY NEAR 
END OF INQUIRY. 
IN BANK LOOT CASE 


F. E. Gunter Said to Be 
Only Witness Still to Be 
Questioned — Report 
Being Formulated. 


Concluding its examination of 
available witnesses in the Grand 
National Bank bond recovery case 
with a two-hour interrogation of 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser yester- 
day afternoon, the grand jury met 
again today for a general discus- 
sion of the testimony it has heard. 

With only eight days remaining 
until the jury is dissolved April 3, 
to be succeeded by a new body, 
the grand jurors have laid aside all 
other business to devote their time 
exclusively to this case. 

While indictments are not ex- 
pected, the jury must correlate the 
testimony of more than 25 wit- 
nesses who have appeared in seven 
afternoon sessions and formulate 
an opinion to be embodied in the 
jury’s final report to the Circuit 
Court. 

Circuit Attorney Miller said the 
jury had no material evidence on 
which to base an indictment be- 
yond the facts that have been pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch. While 
declining to express an opinion as 
to whether these facts are suffi- 
cient basis for a true Dill, Miller 
has pointed out that the April term 
grand jury, to be dmpaneled April 
6, may continue the investigation 
after reading the transcript of the 


testimony heard by the present 
body. 
So far as is known, only one 


witness remains to be questioned 
by the present grand jury, which 
began its investigation shortly after 
the announcement by the Grand 
National Bank Feb. 20 that $822,-

Nontinee Declared Non- 
Resident of City.

Hearing of the appligation by 
Gharies J. Eisenring to have the 
name of Alderman Wilbur . 
Schwartz struck ‘from the roll of 
registered voters “in the Twenty- 
fourth Precinct of the Twentieth 
Ward, on the ground that Schwartz 
is. not a resident of the ward or 
city, but of University City, was 
held by the Election Board at City 
Hall today. 

Eisenring, who is president of 
the Building Trades Council, was 
defeated by Schwartz for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Alderman 
from the Twentieth Ward in the 
recent primary. Etsenring says his 
motive is to prevent a nonresident 
from representing a ward, but he 
would not be averse to being 
named to the vacancy if Schwartz 
were held ineligible to run for Al- 
derman. ; : , 

The Election Board can strike 
Schwartz’ name from the registra- 
tion books if it finds he was not 
qualified to register as a resident 
of the precinct. Schwartz or Eis- 
enring could appeal to the courts 
from the board's decision. 

The Charter provides that an A!- 
derman must be a “voter,” without 
stating whether registered or qual- 
ified, and must have been @ re#i- 
dent of his ward for a year before 
his election. The Board of Alder- 
men is the sole judge of the quali- 
fications of its members and should 
the Election Board uphold Eisen- 
ring’s contention, that action would 
amount only to evidence to law be- 
fore the Aldermen. 

Schwartz registered_as living at 
4434 Evans avenue, in a lower flat. 
Formerly he gave his address as 
3816A St. Louis avenue, an upper 
flat. Although attorneys for 
Schwartz and Eisenring said their 
witnesses were ready,to be sworn 
today, Chairrnan Remmers of the 
Election Board held it had no au- 
thority to administer an oath. 

Eisenring testified that Schwartz 
had resided at 7204 Westmoreland 
drive, University City, for the last 
two .years; that he had seen 
Schwartz at that address several 
months ago and recently, both be- 
fore and after Feb. 19, when 
Schwartz registered in the Twen- 
tieth Ward; that the St. Louis ave- 
nue flat had been vacant for some 
time and that it’ was learned mail 
addressed to Schwartz there was 
forwarded to the University City 
address for the last two years. 
Eisenring declared that two auto- 
mobiles licensed for Schwartz were 
seen at the garage of the Univer- 
sity house and that the Evans ave- 
nue flat had no garage. He said 
Schwartz had arranged for a tele- 
phone at the University City house, 
listed in his wife’s name, and that. 
the house wag taxed in the name 
of Alderman and Mrs. Schwartz.

Decreases ec on 
Farms, but Increases Are 


City Real Estate.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 


The State Tax Commission yester- 
day, recommended an assessed val- 
uation of $4,120,108,569 for all real 
estate and personal property in 
Missouri for 1931 taxes, in its re- 
port to the Board of Equalization 
which fixes the final valuations. 
The total recommended is a re- 
duction of $124,092,729 from the 
valuations fixed by the Board of 
Equalization for 1930 taxes, the 
reduction being due to lowered as- 
sessments on farm land and per- 
sonal property. 

The assessment for farm land 
was recommended by the commis- 


sion at $1,282,023,306, a reduction 
of $82,078,880 from the 19390 val- 
uation. Assessments of city and 
town real estate were placed at 
$2,246,325,508, an increase of $36,- 
846,055 ‘over 1930. For personal 
property the Tax Commission rec- 
ommended $591,760,205, a reduc- 
tion of $78,359,904 from the 1930 
assessment, 

Utility Assessments Later. 

The Tax Commission will submit 
recommendations to the Board of 
Equalization later on the assess- 
ments of private cars operated on 
railroads and on that part of the 
property of railroads and other 
public utilities \which is assessed by 
the State. 
In reducing the assessment for 
farm lands and increasing the val- 
uation for city and town real es- 
tate, the Commission followed a 
policy that has been pursued by 
the Tax Commission and State 
Board of Equalization for nearly | 
10 years. 

In 1921 all real estate assess- 
ments were sharply increased, in 
a move by Gov. Hyde to bring as- 
sessed valuations as nearly as pos- 
sible to full valuation, as provided 
by law. This caused protests, par- 
ticularly from rural sections of the 
state, and since that time the as- 
sessments of farm lands have been 
reduced each year. ‘Tax valuations 
for town and city real estate have 
been increased each year, how- 
ever. 

Since 1921 the assessments of 
farm lands have been reduced 
$484,476,120, including the $82,- 
078,880 reduction recommended by 
the Tax Commission for this year, 
which will be altered but little, 
if at all. 

27 Per Cent Cut on Farm Land. 

The reductions amount to ap- 
proximately 27 per cent of the 
$1,767,568,718 fixed for farm lands 
by the Board of Equalization 
1921. 

During the same period the as- 
sessments of city and town real 
estate have been increased $664.,- 
942,834, including the $36,346,055 
increase ‘recommended for this 
year. This fs an increase of ap- 
proximately 42 per cent over the 
valuation of $1,580,869,265 fixed 
aK city and town real estate, ih 

921. 

The valuation of real estate and 
Personal property recommended 


$1,256,554,200 for real estate and 
personaft property. This is a re- 
duction of $7,800,204 from , the 
1930 valuation for such property. 
The 1931 recommendation includes 
an increase of $26,023,890 in the 
assessment of real estate and a 
reduction of $33,824,094 in the as- 
sessment of personal property.

Administrator 
Hines estimated that if the $377 
average loan value of 561,203 
checks already mailed is maintain- 
ed the Treasury will need $600,- 
000,000. 

Hines has asked the Treasury 
to supply $500,000,000 before 
April 11 for the loans. Until he 
made the request, only $300,000,- 
600 had been provided in the be- 
lief that would be sufficient for the 


Loan applicatiowm, however, were 
received in much larger volume~ 
than had been expected and the 
additional money was requested. 
After the Treasury bills are sold, 
other financing is expected to raise 
additional needed money.

BYRD TO GET LANGLEY MEDAL’ 


Presentation of Smithsonian Insti- 
tation Award Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The 
Langley medal voted to Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd shortly 
after his flight over the South Pole 
will be presented to him tomorrow 
by Chief Justice Hughes, chancellor 
of Smithsonian Institution. 

The medal, established by the 
Smithsonian to commemorate the 
contribution of Samuel Pierpont 
Langley to aviation, has been pre- 
sented to only seven men.

Difficult Part of Censorship 
In Russia Is to Find a Censor, 
Correspondents Well Treated 


HIS is the thirteenth article 
on Russia by Henry Wales, 
Paris correspondent of the’ 
Ohtoage Tribune, who is touring 
the Soviet republic, published in 
the Post-Dispatch by special ar- 
rangement. Mr. Wales says Soviet 


may write without restrictions. 
(Copyright, 1931.) 


MOSCOW, Feb. 21.—(By Mail.) 

WISH it were true that the G. P. 
| U. assigned a lynx-eyed detective 

or two to trail me. ‘It would be 
a great help when I get lost or don’t 
know which bus or train line takes 
me back to the hotel to ask him in 
a friendly way, “Which car do we 
take, brother?” 

I wish one of the Russian secret 
service sleuths were with me on 
trips to show me which track the 
train-is on, and which is my car 
and to hurl the family of mujiks, 
who have pre-empted my seat, out 
into the corridor. 

I even wish sometimes, on these 

long cold evenings (it’s even chilly 
in a 30 ruble a day room) that one 
of the beautiful, sloe-eyed, vampire 
lady detectives that they rave about 
outside, would rap—by mistake of 
course—on my door, @nd then glide 
in, in sables and-ermine, and sug- 
gest a bite to eat or a bottle of 
wine. 
I haven't seen any of that yet, 
not on my former three months’ 
visit nor so fag on this trip. ° The 
G. P. U. pérhaps is angry with me. 
They never even open by inailf in- 
coming or outgoing, and Paris ad- 
vises me dally it receives my copy 
for relay right on time without a 
word changed. 


Hard to Find Censor. 


The toughest thing about the cen- 
sorsbip is finding a censor, All dis- 
patches to get press rates by cable 
and telegraph must have the cen- 
sor’s stamp affixed. The cénsor 
reads the dispatch and sometimes 
suggests a corr>ction in figures or 
jin the text, but lisually is indifferent 
4f the correspotident§ insists on 
transmitting his own stuff. 


The Foreign Office gives foreign 
correspondents a book to purchase 
food, wine and cigarettes at the 
best state shop in town, where the 
diplomatic corps trades, and also 
to purchase clothing, shoes, rub- 
bers, furniture, crockery, kitchen- 
ware, éte., in the best supplied 
shop in town. 

So all in all, the reporters have 
no particular kick against the way 
the Foreign Office handles them, 
except for the big squawk about 
finding a censor at night. Fre- 
quently the journalists have to 
track these officials to their lairs 
in distant flats and rout them out

UARL SHELTON 
}| IS CONVICTED ON 
| LIQUOR CHARGES 


Gangster Found Guilty in| 
U. S: Court at Danville, 
Ill., of Possession and 
Maintaining Nuisance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


Carl Shelton, black-browed East 


Side gang leader and former Wil- 
liamson County gunman, was found 
guilty by a jury in United States 

District Court here today of pos- 

session of liquor and maintenance 
of a nuisance in violation of the 
Volstead act. 

Maximum penalty for possession 
is a $500 fine and for maintenance 
of a nuisance, a year in jail and 
fine of $1000. Sentence will be en- 
tered later by Judge Lindley. 

Shelton was tried again today, 
before Judge Lindley, on the 
charge of interstate transportation 
of a stolen automobile, a felony 
punishable by a maximum of five 
years’ imprisonment and $5000 

|fine. It was the second trial of 
this case, brought under the Dyer 
act, a trial in September, 1929, 
having ended in_a jury disagree- 
ment. 

Auto Theft Case Goes to Jury. 

The charge is that Shelton took 
@ Hudson coach stolen in Detroit, 
after Seburn Page, a gangster, had 
stolen the car and driven it to East 

St. Louis, leaving it at the home of 
Mrs. Josephine Wooten, wife of 
Fred Wooten, Birger gangster now 
serving a life term for murder. 

Mrs. Wooten, the principal wit- 
ness, proved to be unwilling to an- 
swer the questions of Harold Bak- 
er, United States District Attorney. 
By the Court’s permission, Baker 
cross-questioned his own witness. 
a procedure not always permitted 
He got the woman to say that she 
took the car to Carl Shelton’s house 
and that later she was told that 
the car was one which had been 
stolen and used in the robbery of a 
truck load of shoes. The case went 
to the jury in midafternoon, 

Shelton’s co-defendant in the 
dry law case, George Martin, was 
acquitted by the jury which re- 
turned its decision in a sealed ver- 
dict. The case was based on the 
arrest of Martin and Shelton last 
August after Federal agents had 
tapped the telephone wires to Shel- 
ton’s home at 66% North Nineteenth 
street, East St. Louis. 

Conversation Over Tapped Wire. 

Prohibition agents testified they 
tapped the wire to Shelton’s home 
in July, hearing all conversations 
over it. On Aug. .20, they said, 
they heard a voice they recognized 
as that of Shelton, calling from a 
Granite City telephone number to 
his home where the phone was 
answered by Roy Baker, a Shelton 
follower. 

“T’'ll be in pretty quick with that 
stuff,” they quoted Shelton as say- 
ing. ‘ 

A half hour later he called again, 
they testified, and told Baker he 
was in a filling station having a 
tire repaired. At that time, they 
said, Baker told him: “That fel- 
low was here about the machine 
gun.” 

“Well, stick around,” they quot- 
ed Shelton.as saying. “I'll be in 
about six with a load.” 

When Shelton drove into his ga- 
rage that evening he was arrested 
by waiting agents and relieved of a 
Mauser automatic pistol. His car 
contained no liquor, but in the ga- 
rage the agents found five five-gal- 
lon tins of alcohol, the basis of 
the charge upon which he was con- 
victed. 

Shelton offcred no defense to -the 
charge, except that his lawyer 
cross-examined the Government 
witnesses. 


AUTO DEATHS PASS WAR TOLL 


50,900 Killed in U. S. in Accidents 
in Last 18 Months, 

TRENTON, N. J., March 26.— 
Automobile deaths in the United 
States during the past 18 months 
totaled 50,900, a report issued by 
the State Traffic Commission 
shows. The report said the number 
exceeded the American death toll 
of the World War in which 650,- 
510 were killed or died of wounds 
during 18 months. 

In New Jersey, 1261 persons 
were killed by automobiles in the 
last 18 months.

TRADE DEPRESSION 


In Annual Statement Re- 


counts 5 Pct. Drop in 


Revenue as Reason for 
Passing Dividend. 


The St. Louis Public Service Co.'s 
annual report to stockholders was 
issued today. A preliminary finan- 
cial statement by the management 


showing the decline in revenue and 
riders in 1930 was published in the 
Post-Dispatch Feb. 26. 

The report shows operating rev- 
enue last year was $18,705,380, a 
decrease of $997,720, or 5.06 per 
cent, from 1929. 

Riders paid 213,685,711 fares as 
compared with 242,966,093 in 1929, 
a decrease of 29,280,382, or 12.08 
per cent. 

As has been told, the net profit 
was $411,235, not enough to pay 
the $7 a share dividends on the 
70.848 outstanding shares of pre- 
ferred stock, and the/dividend pay- 
ment for the last quarter was de- 
ferred. 

The decline in net profit as 
compared with 1929 was $626,393. 
The report states this “is disap- 
pointing to your management, but 
may be considered an inevitabie 
consequence of the general busi- 
depression.” The earlier 


loss partly to the increased use of 
automobiles.

"o the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NDIVIDUALISTS* of both political 
parties are in a bad predicament from 

the confusion of Hamiltonian, Jefferson-

It would be hard for anyone running for office not 
to heed the agitation against special taxation for im- 
provements of city-wide benefit. Like many of the 
aldermanic candidates, Mr. Neun has unfortunately 


succumbed to it. Mr. Neun says: 


osed to the present method of mak- 
or ane tanned a district for major improve- 
ments. I contend that such improvements, espe- 
cially in this automobile age, are not local or 
community affairs, but city-wide benefits, and 
should be paid for by all citizens through a more 
just and equitable method than now prevails. 


For years St. Louis has followed the practice of 
placing the cost of improvements upon the district 
improved. Until the election of last fall, when con- 
siderable political capital was made over the tax bills 
incident to the Gravois widening, little fault was 
found with it. Whoever started the protest against 
the Gravois widening bills was flogging a dead dum- 
my, because the case had already been settled by the 
courts; but the repercussions of the Gravois protest 
are being heard in other improvement projects, and, 
unless checked, may wreck them. 

To pay taxes is one of the illg that flesh is heir to 
and resistance to them is only natural. Yet we 
think that St. Louis voters, once they give dispassion- 
ate study to the question of financing improvements, 
would agree that the St. Louis system should not be 
discarded. It is undeniably true and can be proved 
mathematically, that the districts in which improve- 
ments are made are the beneficiaries of higher prop- 
erty values. Such an improvement as the Gravois 
widening does benefit the whole city, but its imme- 
diate and most easily ascertainable benefit goes to 
the Gravois district. The special tax bills which this 
district has paid for the widening will prove to be 
bread cast upon the waters. 

There are, it is true, other systems of financing 
public improvements. Milwaukee, for example, has 
financed its improvements by city-wide taxes, with 
the result that politicians have concentrated these 
improvements in certain favored localities, with a 
gupreme contempt for the needs of the city as a 
whole. Aroused at last by this exhibition of favor- 
itism, tinctured by corruption, Milwaukee is now 
endeavoring to apply the system used in St. Louis. 
In Cincinnati, where 50 per cent of improvements 
have been paid out of city-wide taxes, that system has 
proved to be unworkable and Cincinnati is now look- 
ing to St. Louis for guidance. 

It is not for many things that St. Louis is ac- 
cepted as a model by othe, cities, yet one of our few 
distinctions is now in danger because Mr. Neun 
and other candidates for office lend themselves to a 
clamor that is more noisy than reasonable. No better 
plan than the one we have has been suggested, un- 
less it is that we put our head in the same noose 
from which Milwaukee is endeavoring to free herself. 
The only strength the agitation has comes from peo- 
ple who will soon be asked to pay for improvements 
in their districts, for which they will be proportion- 
ately benefited. They would have the city abandon 
in midstream a policy which has not been proved un- 
fair or unreasonable. 

If*the city does depart from its special tax policy 
it will be unfair to the taxpayers in the Gravois 
district, in the Olive district and elsewhere, who have 
paid for their own improvements and would be 
asked to help pay for improvements in parts of the 
city remote from them. Mr. Neun and other candi- 
dates would cut a better figure in refusing to lend 
themselves to a movement demagogic in origin and 
calculated, if successful, to delay for an indefinite 
period the creation of a well planned St. Louis.

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MR. BECKER WINS AGAIN. 


Mr. Becker wins «gain. Thanks to 18 Democrats 
who were either absent or not voting, the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Hammett to take the print- 
ing patronage out of the Secretary of State’s office 
was beaten in the House. In order to remain true 
to Becker the 18 Democrats had to bolt their caucus 
mandate, and bolt it they did. They were encouraged 
in their violation of party discipline by Democratic 
editors whom Becker remembers when passing out 
the printing pap. 

The Hammet bill proposed to place the matter of 
awarding the printing of constitutional amendments 
in the county courts. Objections to that plan were 
not convincing. But even if it were true, as one loyal 
Beckerite feared, that “stingy” county courts would 
cut the price to the bone and liberal Judges would 
err on the generous side, the fact remains that it 


would cure a condition manifestly contrary to sound 


public policy. 

By reason of the printing patronage Becker has 
secured what is beginning to look like a life job at 
Jefferson City. He is now serving his third term 
as Secretary of State, and has assembled a pie-coun- 
ter machine which practically assures his renomina- 
tion. With this certainty of tenure Becker has grown, 
officially and extra-officially, until he is recognized 
as the most powerful individual influence in the leg- 
islative department of the State. No man, to be sure, 
could attain that stature by the plums at his dis- 
posal. Political talent is indispensable, and Mr. 
Becker has it. The Legislature may not feed out of 
his hand, but it pretty regularly does what he wants 
done and refuses to do what he objects to. 

Mr. Becker is not the first Secretary of State to 
become a quasi-dictator at Jefferson City; but he is 
the peer, if not the superior, of any of his accom- 
plished predecessors. As a political phenomenon he 
is an interesting specimen. As a factor in the gov- 
ernment of Missouri he is a liability. The Secretary 


{of State's office ought to be de-Beckerized, and the 


patronage of his office, or of any State office in 
which the incumbent may succeed himself indefi- 
nitely, should be so reduced as to make Beckerism 


impossible.

RECOVERY THROUGH FOREIGN TRADE. 

On studying statistics showing that international 
ecommerce fared not at all badly last year despite 
world-wide economic disturbances, the National For- 
eign Trade Council is moved to anticipate that “it 
is our foreign trade that is going to lead the way 
to recovery.” The value of goods passing in foreign 
trade in 1930 was 27 billion dollars, a decline of 
about 6% billions, or 25 per cent, from 1929. On 
rectifying these figures for price reductions, it is 
found that the actual decline in volume was only 10 
per cent. Consultation as to the means of leading the 
way to recovery through this field of commerce will 
be the chief business of the Trade Council’s conven- 
tion, which opens in New York May 27. 

The possibilities of foreign trade are tremendous. 
This country has factories, mills, mines and fields, 
with skilled personnel in every class, ready to supply 
the needs of foreign nations, waiting only on orders 


to end enforced idleness and start production. Amer- ) 
ican products had attained a commanding position in| 
the world economy before the slump came, and they | 


will retain that ascendancy when business is resumed. 
Vast fields as yet are undeveloped by our commerce. 
With hopes of peace in India from the Gandhi-Irwin 
agreement, with a cessation of civil war in China, 
the door to Asia’s teeming millions may soon swing 
open. Development of South and Central America is 
still in its infancy. The upbuilding of Russia creates 
a heavy demand for American goods, 

Yet there are many obstacles to be removed before 
our foreign trade can develop to its greatest poten- 
tialities. Our own tariff wall is one of them. Drafted 
with misguided zeal to protect certain domestic in- 
dustries, it has resulted in reprisals and embargoes 
that have cut drastically into our export total. Europe 
seemingly has realized the illogic of tariff barriers, 
to judge by the interest in the Briand plan, the Aus- 
tro-German customs truce and other proposals. This 
open discussion indicates that the Continent {is be- 
ginning to think in constructive terms. 

Other international considerations also enter into 
the matter. How can Europe buy from us to the 
extent of her needs while she struggles under the 
burden of reparations and war debts? How can our 
industries make the most of Russian opportunities 
while handicapped by the State Department’s restric- 
tions? How can business men build good will in 
Latin America while our Government continues its 
policy of interference and near-imperialism? To re- 
build toward prosperity, there must be stable markets 
abroad to consume our goods, and in return we must 
buy foreign products which our needs demand. How 
this may be done in the face of present problems 
will be the question confronting the Trade Council in 
laying its plans for revival of foreign commerce and 
of domestic prosperity. 
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AN _OLD-FASHIONED PHILANTHROPY. 

A bill before New York’s Legislature proposes 
the purchase and restoration of the old farm at Bab- 
cock Hill, near Bridgewater, N. Y., as an agricultural 
memorial to Dr. Stephen Moulton Babcock, inventor 
of the Babcock -test for butter fat in milk, who was 
born there 87 years ago. While Dr. Babcock’s gen- 
erosity in refusing to patent his invention and its 
consequent easy access to dairymen everywhere 
earned him good will that is its own best memorial, 
there would be a peculiar fitness in preserving his 
birthplace for scientific agricultural experimentation. 
Dairymen who provide cities with milk are busy 
men and cannot much be given to trips of pilgrim- 
age. If they were, the farm at Babcock Hill would 
be a worthy shrine. In the development of this lead- 
ing industry no name figures more prominently than 
that of the veteran benefactor who as a boy carried 
milk pails across the varn lot before daylight in the 
winter-time. 

A MISSOURIAN IN A TOGA. 

A handsome compliment has been paid former 
Senator Reed by Sculptor Borglum, who is doing a 
bust of the distinguished Missourian. “Those fea- 
tures belong to Greece or Rome,” he avers. “That 
man could wear a toga.” And the reincarnationists, 
we venture, are sure he did wear a toga, though 
there might be a difference of opinion as to whose 
toga he wore. A poll of the house would possibly 
show a majority for Cicero, between whom and Reed 
there are striking points of temperamental resem- 
blance. Certainly the Roman talked well, and, cer- 
tainly, too, he loved to talk. The tattered old text 
books attest that, and the Congressional Record bears 
the same witness to the American. But when we 
look at the 80 villas of Cicero and the one comfort- 
able, though unpretentious, abode of Senator Reed 
at Kansas City, we cannot visualize the two under 
the same family tree. Cato is a likelier candidate, 
it seems to us. There was a hater. True, he was 
not bedeviled by the variety of abominations with 
which Brother Reed has verbally grappled. Indeed, 
he might be called a one-aversion Senator, but within 
his limitation he was steadfast beyond compare. The 
first phrase Cato lisped as an infant was the last 
words his dying lips uttered—delenda est Carthago. 
And while this may limn no line of consanguinity 
from the Tiber to the Kaw, it warrants the verdict, 
perhaps, that there was Reedesque touch in Cato, 
even as there is a Catoric flair in Reed. 
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NEWS FROM THE MILL TOWNS. 

Announcement by the heads of 40 textile mills at 
Charlotte, N. C., that the elimination of night work 
by women and children is now an established policy 
in practically all carded yarn mills will come as good 
news to everyone who puts human welfare above the 
acquisition of wealth. There have been few sorrier 
stories in the United States during recent months 
than the continuous outpouring of dispatches from 
Southern mill towns telling of hardship and suffer- 
ing among the workers. Killing, hunger, eviction 
and floggings all took turns in writing the tragic 
account, One well known writer said the condition 
of mill workers was worse that that of Negroes in 
slavery. Thus news so different as that contained 
in the Charlotte dispatch is more than welcome. Let 
us hope a new day is dawning in the Southern tex- 
tile industry. If so, another victory has been won 
by that two-edged sword’ which Woodrow Wilson 
called “pitiless publicity.” 

And if Mussolini should ever decide to take an 
advanced course in dictatoring, Gov.

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SOMETHING BIGGER THAN AN ACT OF CONGRESS. 


Mr. Hoover’s Visit to Porto Rico 


President found island well on its way in transition from Spanish colony to modern 
outpost of U. S.; trade has grown twelvefold since 1901; dense population, suffer- 
ing from economic depression, has many problems, however; wide unemployment, 
lack of food, low crop prices and other forms of distress demand speedy attention.

York and about a thousand from Florida 

lies Porto Rico, the first American 
possession in the Caribbean Sea. It was 
the first acquired, coming to us as a result 
of conquest in the Spanish-American War. 
It is first in size and first in the number of 
its inhabitants. This week it was visited by 
the President of the United States, the sec- 
ond time in the generation since the island 
has been under the American flag that it 
has had that honor. President Roosevelt 
made a short stay there in 1905. 

When the battleship that carried Presi- 
dent Hoover steamed into the harbor of 
San Juan many things looked almost as they 
must have looked to his predecessor a quar- 
ter century ago. But the conditions seen by 
the two presidential visitors bear strong 
contrast. When President Roosevelt visited 
the island, San Juan was just being changed 
from a neglected Spanish cologia! capital to 
a modern American town. The streets and 
roads, since a point of pride with the 
islanders, were still only beginning to fore- 
cast their present development. Health ac- 
tivities were only getting under way; three- 
fourths of the population was still illiterate. 
The trade passing into and out of the island 
had only begun the spectacular climb from 
$17,000,000 of 1901 to the high point of al- 
most $200,000,000, the average of recent 
normal years. The people of the island, 
too, were still adjusting themselves to the 
new loyalties which followed the transfer of 
sovereignty to the United States.

The conditions which President Hoover 
found in the island stand in strong contrast 
tothese. The capital showed its fine mod- 
ern buildings, its well kept streets, its mod- 
el schools. It gave him an enthusiastic 
welcome on behalf of the 1,500,000 loyal 
American citizens of the isiand. But the 
changes can not distract the attention of 
the President from other circumstances far 
less satisfactory. They do not obscure the 
evidence that Porto Rico is passing through 
a period of economic distress which has 
lasted now into its third year and which 
in acuteness equals, and perhaps exceeds, 
that in any other region under the Amer- 
ican flag. 

Even in normal years the problem of an 
acceptable standard of life is not easily 
solved. There are 450 persons to each 
square mile of the island’s area, which 
means that population dangerously, crowds 
the food supply, since the loca] activities 
are almost entirely agricultural. But since 
1928 conditions have been critical. 

On Sept. 18 of that year the island was 
visited by one of the worst cyclones in its 
history. Hardly a building in the island was 
undamaged. Almost a third of the people 
were left homeless. Crops, especially the 
coffee crop, then ready to be harvested, 
were destroyed. Since then by strenuous ef- 
fort most of the physical damage has been 
repaired. But the coffee plantations, which 
it takes years to re-establish, are still below 
normal yield. The value of the coffee ex- 
ports sank in 1929 to less than a tenth the 
average of the three years preceding. 

But before the island had recovered from 
the economic loss of this disaster, it was 
visited by consequences of the world-wide

to the record low prices, with disastrous ef- 
fect on the incomes of the poorer classes. 

The result is unemployment much more 
widespread than that which even in normal 


years seems unavoidable in a country so de- - 


pendent on seasonal crops. Workmen in 
the cane fields receive 60 cents a day—when 
there is work. The cost of foodstuffs—of 
which roughly nine-tenths are imported 
from the United States—is high. It is rath- 
er higher tNan in the continental United 
States. The number of mouths to feed in 
the average family is greater than on the 
mainland. The food problem has become one 
of the first public importance. To some 
extent this is always the case in Porto Rico, 
even in good years, but it is far more wide- 
ly true now in this period of crisis. 

These facts cannot fail to impress Presi- 
dent Hoover after his vacation visit to the 
island even more than the very’ evident 
progress that has been made in the period 
since establishment of American control. 


The poverty of the country population 
has brought serious undernourishment to a 
large percentage of the population. School 
children only exceptionally fortunate have 
milk in the diet furnished them at home. 
Public authorities have had to set up facil- 
ities for providing lunch free of cost in the 
schools. Pale faces and weak bodies are 
seen at almost every country school. Many 
of the children play languidly or merely sit 
and watch the few of their fellows who are 
sufficiently well fed to have the impulse to 
take part in vigorous games. 

The local authorities have not been inac- 
tive in seeking to help themselves. Relief 
of the distress of the poor has already been 
undertaken on a wide scale. Projects are 
under way with the active support of the 
Governor to provide emergency employment 
and to introduce new industries which may 
both reduce the dependence of the popula- 
tion on imported foodstuffs and increase the 
industrial products which may be exported. 

It is evident, however, that all such ef- 
forts are inadequate to meet the crisis which 
has come with the breakdown of the price 
levels for the staple money crops. Gener- 
ous outside assistance will be necessary un- 
til normal conditions are re-established, if 
serious impairment of the physical stamina 
of the population is to be avoided. 

At this time, when drouth and unemploy- 
ment have so greatly increased the need of 
assistance to our fellow citizens in conti- 
nenta) United States and when the public 
conscience has been roused to realization of 
that need, lef us not overlook the urgent 
needs of 1,500,000 Americans in Porto Rico. 
Their distress is not brought home to us, 
because it arises a thousand miles off the 
coast. But it is as poignant, more poignant, 
than that in any equal area on the main- 
land. This is an occasion that brings us 
the obligation and opportunity to prove by 
our response that there are no “other Amer- 
icans.”

GAIN John W. Davis, Democratic nomi!- 


nee for the presidency in 1924, finds 
himself in the role of legal representative 
for a branch of Congress. This time he 
will represent the Senate in what promises 
to be a spectacular fight between that body 
and President Hoover over the right of 
Chairman Smith of the Power Commission 
to his office. Twice before he has acted 
for the House. 

This white-haired West Virginian with 
the candid eyes, projecting chin and easy 
smile still is recalled in the minds of many 
in all parts of the country. Celebrated is 
the remark of former Chief Justite Edward 
Douglass White concerning him: “The §8u- 
preme Court thinks so much of John Davis 
that when he appears for the Government, 
the other side hardly gets ‘due process ef 
law.’ ”* 

He is recognized generally as one of the 
country’s ablest lawyers. 


ROBABLY it is not so generally known 


that he plays a violin, enjoys smoking e 
Pipe and an occasional cigar; that during 
his college days he sang bass in a church 
choir and baritone in the glee club, boxed 
and played tennis; that he can ride and 
plays erratic golf. 

Even less generally known, perhaps, is 
the fact that he once thrashed a political 
foe of his father, and at another time 
punched the jaw of his father’s legal oppo- 
nent during trial of a case in court. Both 
displays of temper were provoked by slight- 
ing remarks about his parent. 

Davis was victorious in his other legal 
fights for Congress. They came when he 
sat as a member of the House from West 
Virginia. In 1912 a United States Circuit 
Court Judge was impeached by the House 
on 13 counts of malfeasance in office, and 
haled before the bar of the Senate. Davis 
acted as one of the House managers. The 
Judge was convicted on five of the charges 
and removed. Out of eight persons im- 
peached up to that time, only three hada 
been convicted. This Judge was one of the 
three.

HREE months later Davis again acted 


for the House in a legal contest. A 
Washington banker and social leader took 
offense at remarks made on the floor by a 
member of the House, later accosted him in 
& park and attacked him. The House 
adopted a resolution calling for an investi- 
gation. The committee was instructed to 
make recommendations as to how the privi- 
leges and immunities of members of Con- 
gress might be protected. 

Davis acted as chairman. He prepared 
the report and submitted a resolution di- 
recting that the banker be brought before 
the House “on the charge of being in con- 
tempt.” After a bitter debate which lasted 
for five hours, the Davis resolution pre- 
vailed.

—Yf0Q ONE who is familiar with 
N contemporary literature and 

knows what poetry is, can read 
even a half-dozen pages of this col- 
lection without realizing that Roy 
Campbell, the young South African, 
has more of the authentic lighting 
in him than has any other poet 
of his generation now publishing in 
the English-speaking world. We 
have been led to suppose that ours 
is an age of great poetic activity 
and achievement. Since the so0- 
called “Poetic Renaissance” began 
about 19 years ago, it is probable 
that more.verse has been written 
than in all previous history, and no 
wonder; for somehow it got noised 
abroad that poetry, presumably 
monepolized by the “highbrows” in 
former times, had succumbed to 
the spirit of modern improvement 
and had been thoroughly democra- 
tized so that anybody could qualify 
for the bardic succession. Anybody 
did; and much of the verse now 
most extravagantly praised—some 
of it even offered to defenseless 
school children as worthy of study 
—is certain to strike the next fairly 
sane age asall but incredibly funny. 


The fact is that poetry is at least 
as rare in Our day as in any other; 
perhaps much rarer in proportion 
to population. Fine poets have ap- 
peared, but certainly not in .sur- 
prising numbers; and so, if one 
knows what one means, the realiza- 
tion that genuine poetry has ac- 
tually happened again is still a 
matter for surprise and wonder. 

It ts hardly to be regarded as an 
eccident that Roy Campbell has

Carveth Wells, British explorer,

You see, 
lions don’t understand about auto- 
mobiles and they don’t understand 
they’re going to be hurt until 
someone stands up and blows their 
brains out from a distance of 10 
yards or less. 

“When I was with Martin John- 
son, we found there isn’t a single 
animal living on the African plains, 
except the hyena and the monkey, 
that you can't drive up to and pho- 
tograph to your heart's content. 
You can’t drive up to gorillas be- 
cause they live at altitudes of 14,- 
000 feet and the country is im- 
passible. Elephants live in dense 
forests, and you can’t drive up to 
them, either. But we've frequent- 
ly driven right up to rhinos. They 
pay no attention to automobiles. 
And the same is true of sebras, 
wildebeestes, or gnus, and all the 
other animals. 

Rhinos and Express Bullets. 

“And as for the express rifle, 
why the bullet is no larger than a 
man’s little finger and I’ve seen a 
rhino hit in the head by an ex- 
press bullet, raised up off his feet 
and thrown over backward, dead. 
A little express bullet will knock 
a two-and-a-half-ton over and 
over, just like a little puppy. 

“The hunters who got mauled in 
the olden times just didn’t have 
the equipment that every hunter 
has now. ‘That’s one reason that 
animals killed hunters. Another 
was the strange tenacity of life 
shown by lions. You can shoot a 
lion in the heart with an explosive 
bullet that destroys his heart and 
stops his circulation, and the lion 
will run a hundred yards and kill 
aman before he falls. 

New Way to Kill Lion. 

“But even that can be prevented. 
Dr. Crile of Cleveland is the most 
scientific and one of the greatest 
hunters to come to Africa. He has 
killed many lions and dissected 
them to see just how they died. 
And as a result of his research he 
has developed the Crile shot, as 
it is known, a shoulder shot that 
paralyzes the nerves and stops the 
lion in hig tracks. 

“It all comes down to this. No 
animal is wild until someone makes 
him wild. If you leave him alone, 
he won't bother you, but if you 
shoot him and break his leg, he'll 
try to kill you and the chances are 
fairly good that he will, if you 
aren't in an automobile. 

Only Real Sport Left. 

“The only real sport left in lion 
hunting isto vo out on a horse and 
chase the lion. He'll run at first 
but the lion has a small heart and 
small lungs. He isn't built for run- 
ning. He pants after about 10 
yards and turns around ond jumps 
on the horse. Then the rider shoots 
him with a revolver. It’s splendid 
sport, but only the real lion hunt- 
ers in Africa do it.”’ 


PREACHES ON WORK IN PRISON 


Former Joliet (Tll.) Chaplain Ad- 
mits Having Serred Term. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, March 26.—The Rev. 


George L. Whitmeyer, who resigned 
as Episcopal chaplain at the State 
prison at Joliet, delivered a Lenten 
lecture at St. Stephens’ Episcopal 
Church last night, frankly admit- 
ting he was once in prison himself, 
and-explaining why he had taken 
up work in the penitentiary. 

“I took this work at the prison,” 
he said, “‘because it was near my 
heart. I was sent to the Elmira 
Reformatory (New York) about 12 
years ago, because I was too proud 
to humble myself and go to friends 
for aid. So I knew what prison 
life is, and when J had the oppor- 
tunity to go as chaplain JI felt I 
would understand and be of great 
help.” Mr. Whitmeyer resigned as 
chaplain after he had denounced 
prison tactics, particularly the slay- 
ing by guards of three men who at- 
tempted to escape on Feb. 22.

Roush, veteran center-fielder and 
the greatest outfield star the Cin- 
cinnati Reds ever possessed, was 
obtained. today by Sidney Weil, 


Reds president, from the New 
York Giants of the National 


League for the waiver price. 

Roush made his reputation of 
one of the National lLeague’s 
smartest fielders and sluggers while 
playing with the Reds from 1916 to 
1956. He formerly led the league 
in batting. 

Roush had a salary difference 
with the Giants last year and re- 
mained out of the game _ during 
1930. He recently was reinstated 
in good standing. 

Roush is expected by President 
Weil of the Reds to add power to 
the Reds’ attack, which baseball 
followers have _ rated as 
weakest in the National circuit. 
Weil obtained Roush after Harry 
Hfeilmann, who led the Reds at bat 
last season, was attacked with 
arthritis in the right wrist which 
will keep him out of the lineup for 
weeks. 

Weil said Roush would report to 
Manager Dan Howley at Macon, 
Ga., next Tuesday. 

Roush was one of the highest 
salaried players in the National 
League when he quit in 1930, rath- 
er than take a substantial cut.

[J scom very recently pernicious 


anemia wag considered an in- 

sidious and slowly progressing 
but usually fatal disease, against 
which the science and art of medi- 
cine availed little. 

Now, thanks largely to the works 
of Dr. George H. Whipple and Dr. 
Georce R. Minot, we have the 
means with which effectively to 
combat the disease. Liver, liver 
extract and dried and defatted hog 
stomach have been found effective 
in pernicious anemia, 


Dr. Whipple, who is connected 
with the University of Rochester, 
conducted experiments with dogs 
suffering from anemia due to 
hemorrhage and demonstrated that 
the reproduction of lost blood 
largely depends on and can be in- 
fluenced by diet. 

Previously the belief prevailed 
that iron was the most important 
item in the treatment of anemia. 
Now it has been shown that in 
simple anemias the feeding of liver 
is effective in stimulating to the 
production within the body of new 
red blood cells and of hemoglobin 
(the iron-containing element of the 
blood). 


An adequate supply of fron ifs 
still of value in anemia, but the 
stimulus to reproduce blood cells 
comes from other substances. 

Dr. Minot of Harvard applied the 
facts derived from Dr. Whipple's 
experiments to the treatment of 
pernicious anemia, with the result 
that the disease, formerly almost 
invariably fatal, can now in many 
instances be controlled. 

The liver treatment of pernicious 
anemia, like insulin in the treat- 
ment of diabetes, does not achieve 
acure. The liver preparation must 
be given the patient throughout his 
life. 

Unlike insulin, however, liver or 
its extract is taken by the patient 
by mouth and not in the form of 
an injection. 

The dried and defatted Sia 
stomach substance has been found 
to be as effective as liver and may 


be used as a substitute.

Death Overtakes Jack Zuta, the 

Squawker, but He Speaks From the 

Grave and Tells Some of Gangland’s 
Most Cherished Secrets. 


—By FRED D. PASLEY— 


Barker traded shot for shot with 
them. 

A northbound State street sur- 
face car behind Barker was forced 
to stop because the Pontiac was in 
the car tracks. The motorman 
was Elbert Lusader, 38 years old, 
7643 Berwyn avenue, father of 
three children. As he stood on the 
giass-inclosed front platform, fum- 
bling with the controls and still 
wondering, perhaps, what it was 


all about, a .45-caliber bullet 
pierced his throat. He died 12 
hours later. Olaf Svenste, 69 


years old, 1519 North Avers ave- 
nue, a night watchman, plodding 
to work, was wounded in the right 
arm.” It was the wildest shooting 
in the Loop since the killing of 
Lombardo. 

Waving his revolver at Barker, 
Policeman William Smith came 
galloping on the scene. He thought 


it was a gangster melee. He was 
set to shoot Barker, who was in 
civilian clothes, when Barker 


called to him he was a police offi- 
cer and showed his star. 


The gunmen apparently had ex- 
hausted their ammunition. They 
ceased fire and headed north in 
State street. Barker, with Police- 
man Smith as aie reinforcement, 
jumped in the Pontiac. Zuta and 
his party had ducked. They were 
nowhere to be seen, although the 
battle had not lasted more than a 
minute. Barker shifted gears and 
started after the sedan. As he did 
an astounding thing happened. A 
black curtain materialized before 
him, completely blocking his view— 
a gigantic black curtain stretching 
from side to side of State street, 
and rising high as the cornices of 
the buildings. Gangland was using 
its newest device to baffle pur- 
suit. . The driver of the sedan had 
pressed a plunger near, the accel- 
erator and from thé exhaust 
poured a smoke screen dense as 
any belched by United States na- 
val destroyers. It is much used in 
bringing truckloads of booze in 
from Canada. 
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ARKER wasn't deterred. The 
Brontiac snorted through it at 50 

miles an hour. He sighted the 
sedan at Madison street. It turned 
east for a block to go north again 
in Wabash avenue. Barker was 50 
vards behind it and rapidly over- 
hauling it, when hits car abruptly 
stopped. He couldn't start it. He 
decided he was out of gas. He was, 
but he didn’t learn the real reason 
until the next day, when examina- 
tion showed a bullet had perforated 
the tank. 

“If we can learn from Zuta who 
was shooting at him, we may have 
the solution of the Lingle miurder,” 
said Chief Investigator Pat Roche 
of the State’s Attorney's office. It 
was the clearest indication of the 
trend of the investigation yet re- 
vealed. 

Zuta had ducked; fled Chicago: 
gone in a hole. Roche didn’t find 
him; neither did the police; gang- 
land caught up with him a month 
later to the day—Aug. 1—in a sum- 
mer resort dance hall on Upper 
Nemahbin, 25 miles west of Mil- 
waukee, Zuta must have figured 
he was safely hidden. He was put- 
ting a nickel in the mechanical 
piano. A dozen couples were danc- 
ing. 

Five men entered, single file. One 
carried a machine gun: one, a rifle: 
two, sawed-off shotguns; one, a pis- 
tol. Zuta’s back was toward them. 
He was still fiddling with the 
nickel. He just had time to turn, 
when all five opened fire, putting 
16 slugs and bullets into him. 


What did Zuta know? Too 
much. 
Death couldn't. silence this 


squawker. His tongue wagged from 
the grave; wagged of things gang- 
land’s chieftains and the politicians 
would have paid a fancy price to 
suppress; quite the best job of 
squawking he had ever done. Zuta 
was scrupulous in his bookkeeping 
and punctilious as to personal data. 
He hoarded his memoranda. He 
was a Shylock Pepys. The memo- 


randa were discovered by investt- 
gators in four Loop safety deposit 
boxes. Includ were balance 
sheets, describ as revealing “for 
the first time in history of gang- 
dom the operations of a mob.” 
- * = 

ACH sheet, presumably, repre- 

sented one week's transactions 

of the Zuta-Moran-Aiellos in 
gambling and bootlegging. The 
average weekly receipts were $429,- 
000, from cafes and roadhouses, 
slot machines and the Fairview 
Kennel dog tracks—and yet the 
beggared Zuta and his mab, kicked 
around by the Capone monopoly, 
were but a Lazarus crew snatching 
at crumbs from the rich man's ta- 
ble. 

Under disbursements was an item, 
“East Chicago, $3500,” believed to 
refer to East Chicago avenue po- 
lice station, whose district com- 
prises the Forty-second Ward, in 
which Zuta operated many hand- 
books, brothels and beer flats. 

Canceled checks, notes and vari- 
ous documents supplied evidence of 
the entente cordiale with city and 
county officialdom. The ledger 
showed payments of as high as 
$108,469 a week to one, M. K. 
believed to be a ward heeler and 
gambling operative, according to 
the investigators. He apparently 
distributed the protection bribes to 
police and city and county offi- 
cials. These aggregated never less 
than $100,000 a month. The Zuta 
agenda showed he had divided the 
county into districts for slot ma- 
chine privileges and booze, alky 
and beer sales, and had listed the 
political leaders of each district. 

No such insight had ever before 
been vouchsafed into the labyrinth 
of gangland. Louis La Caca, who 
in 1924 had negotiated for the Ca- 
pone-Torrio invasion of Cicero, had 
lost favor with the Searface and 
been exiled. In June of 1927, from 
his hideout in New York City, he 
was writing to Zuta to organize 
against Capone. If “Dear Jack” 
would only consent, “I’d help you 
organize a strong business organ- 
ization capable of coping with 
theirs in Cicero. You know you 
have lots of virgin territory on the 
north side limits border line, and 
they are going to try and prevent 
me from lining up with you and 
thereby keep starving me out, until 
I go back to them, begging for 
mercy.”” And in another letter, “I 
have heard the Big Boy (Capone, 
apparently) is stopping my broth- 
ers from making a living. . ...” 

One of the four safety deposit 
boxes yielded a suppressed police 
document—the confession of a 19- 
year-old girl that she had been 
hired as a decoy to lure Zuta to a 
spot where he could be kidnaped 


JACK ZUTA, 


and held for $50,000 ransom. She 
named Mops Volpe and Joe Gendro. 
The confession was dated June 16, 
1927. It was not only suppressed 
but was delivered into Zuta’s keep- 
ing, supposedly by friendly police 
officials. 

As voluminous as were these 
revelations, they represented but a 
small part of the evidence amassed 
by the relentless Roche, chief in- 
vestigator of the State's Attorney's 
office. That which had a direct 
bearing on the Lingle case was 
withheid from the public® That 
which was revealed, however, was 
sufficient to elicit the observation 
from Roche: 

“A lot of men will be leaving 
town.” ) 
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UTA was the second squawker 

to die in 19390, the other being 

Julius Rosenheim, professional 
stool pigeon for the police and a 
paid informant of the Chicago 
Daily News. He was killed Feb. 1. 
Leland H. Reese, the News’ crime 
reporter, who was at the Washing- 
ton Park track the day Lingle was 
killed and asked for a bodyguard, 
stated in a signed article that he 
had been informed by “a man who 
has reason to know,”” that Rosen- 
heim had been killed by the Capone | 
garg in an effort to frighten the 
News from its campaign to halt the 
Capone gang’s beer selling activities 
in the Loop. 

The State street shooting 
Zuta’s subsequent assassination 
show the desperate lengths  to' 
which gangland will go when cor- 
nered, as it appears to have been 
at that juncture. Again, the au- 
thorities were hot on the trail of 
Fred Burke. Charles Bonner. a 
minor racketeer, in July of 1930, | 
had discovered Burke's hideout, in| 
Northern Michigan. in a secluded 
cottage 49 miles north of Grand | 
Rapids, and near the town of Ne-| 
waygo and Hess’ Lake. Anxious to 
get the $75.000 rewards, Bonner 
tipped off the police that Burke oc-
